Coal Line via Coshocton Talked of Among 


Railroad Men. 


It is reported on what seems to be 


good authority Q that a new coal line 
is projected to open out the Harrison 
county coal fields and convey the pro- 
duct of what is believed to be an im- 
mense supply to Chicago. 
There is 


but a short line of road to be extend- 
ed and the line as projected will be an 
accomplished fact. 
DThe scheme contemplates the ex- 
tension of the Cadiz branch of the 
Pan Handle railway toBellaire or pos- 
siblv across the river to Benwood. 
This would open a line from Steuben- 
ville on one side of the river and 
Wheeling Lon the other via Cadiz, 
Cadiz D Junction, 
Coshocton 
and 


Loudonville on the Cadiz branch, 
main line Pan Handle, Walhonding 
Valley and Fort Wayne and reaching 
the lakes at Toledo or Chicago. 


It is claimed that should the Penn- 


sylvania people not take up the mat- 
ter a private company will be formed 
at Cadiz to extend the Branch to 
Wheeling. 
The advantage of this 


coal line would be that it would re- 
lieve traffic in coal somewhat on the 
main lines and would give an open 
roue for fast coal trains through on 
lines that need traffic and where it 
would be unimpeded.

One dally of the city in speaking of

Adams, from Ooahocton," etc., etc. 


Miss Hazel Harris, of WestSteuben- 


ville avenue, Cambridge, O., is visit- 
ing friends this week in Newcomers- 
town and Coshocton. Miss Harris is 
a fine musician and according to the 
Cambridge Jeffersonian before leaving 
home composed a march in honor to 
the late queen of England and dedi- 
cated it to Edward VII the king. She 
did not tell any of her friends or her 
parent's what she had done. 
Satur- 


day morning the composition was re- 
turned with the following explanato- 
ry letter from Windsor Castle, which 
was opened by the parents: 


"Sir Francis Ivnollys is commanded 


by the king to thank Miss H. Harris 
for her letter, but to return the en- 
closure contained therein, it being 
contrary to his majesty's rules to ac- 
cept the composition."

about the same as when I last wrote 
you. My health still continues good 
for which I feel very thankful. 


I like the place except it is lone- 


some; You know we are up in the 
mountains now where we get good 
mountain air. It is also very cool es- 
pecially at nights. One can sleep'with 
a blanket on him every night very 
comfortably. 


Things are very quiet around here. 


I guess the natives have concluded to 
give up the fight. But we don't trust 
them too far. All the natives are 
busy now gathering in their ride. The 
women work in the rice swamps as 
well as the men, in fact, moire so as 
the women do most of the work. 


We had quite a shower last night 


but the rain doesn't bother us as we 
have good ..quarters and even our 
guard duty is done under shelter. 
I 


was on patrol this morning. We pa- 
trol a distance of about three miles 
to see that everything is quiet. We 
don't mind it much as it is good exer- 
cise and we only catch it every. four 
or five days. 


We 
tried to buy chickens 
jfor 


Thanksgiving but the natives would 
not sell. They sold us eggs and we 
had big feed of them. We also bought 
a nice bogthe other day 'and butcher- 
ed him. We had fresh meat for a 
couple of days. It is too hot for 
fresh pork but we get lots of bacon." 


In the letter of Jan. 9 is the follow- 


ing: 


"Christmas is over and it passed to 


us like any other day except we had a 
good dinner of chicken pot-pie, jelly 
cake, fresh bread and custard. We 
had chicken pot-pie for New Year's 
dinner also. 


I went swimming New Year's day 


so you SbB it is very warm but up here 
in the mountains it gets quite cool 
at night and we have very heavy 
dew. 
It is rumored we are going to 


take the field for a campaign of three 
months. I don't know whether it is 
true but I tell you so you may not 
worry if you should fail to hear from 
me. It is lonely 
here sometimes 


nothing but soldiers and yellow na- 
tives. 
The 
poorest people of the 


United States live better than these 
natives."

THE COAL TRAFFIC 


Of the Whetltef & Lake Erie Conpaay Rip 


idly Increasing. 


The Canton Repository has been look- 


ing into the coal traffic of the Wheel- 
ing & Lake Erie railway and finds 
that on an average last year it was 
325 cars of coal per day. In this there 
is no mention this branch of which 
has been acquired since. The coal ton- 
nage, which at first was much the lar- 
gest business done by the road has be- 
come less than 50 per cent of the busi- 
ness, not by a decrease of the coal 
traffic, for it is increasing all the 
while but by a larger increase of the 
traffiic in general freight business 
The Repository states that of all the 
coal handled 40 cars go to the Ameri- 
;an Steel & Wire company of Cleve- 
land and the rest goes for domestic 
purposes and to other roads. 
The 


Repository says: 


"The number of cars per day fur- 


nished by the mines was large in the 
past year, reaching 325 per day on the 
average. The following mines along 


e road are now actually filling this 


number of cars per day. Of these 
not more than one or two at the most 
will reduce their output, and some 
will double and triple the cars filled in 


near future. The actual figures 


at the present time are: Glen Run 
mine, 50 cars daily; Dillon mine, 55 
ars daily; Long Run mine, 45 cars 
daily; Connors, 8; Thompson, 45; Ful- 
er's, 10: Somerdale, 10; Pocock, 18; 
Howells, 16; Minglewood, 15; Adams, 
0; Massillon Mining company's Co- 
hocfcon No.'sl, 2 and 3, 20; Wade 
Jorgan,20; Sugar Creek, 10; Glen Run, 
"fo.'s 3-4. 20; Central, 20: Warwick, 20; 
ndian Run, 15; Davis, 3: Maudy 1.

Topeka, Kan., Feb. 18.—Mrs. Carrie 


Nation, followed by 500 men and wom- 
en, raided and completely demolished 
a famous joint and destroyed a lot ot 
saloon furniture stored in a livery sta- 
ble for safety, and ransacked a cold 
storage plant into which they had 
broken. During the day Mrs. Nation 
was arrested four different times on 
charges preferred by the proprietor ot 
the saloon and the owner of the cold 
storage plant. She was released each 
time. Great excitement was created 
and at times a riot of serious propor- 
tions was narrowly averted. 


At 6 a. m. Mrs Nation, the famous 


joint smasher, sallied forth from the 
state house grounds at the head ot 
500 men and women, all armed with 
hatchets and axes, and moved on the 
joints of the city. In the crowd were 
a large number of students of Wash- 
burn college, some of the ministers 
of the city and a number of profes- 
sional and business men. The men 
marched in perfect military order. The 
company marched silently to the place 
kept by Ed Murphy. When the saloon 
•was reached, the work of demolition 
•was commenced without preliminaries. 
Hardly five minutes after Mrs. Na- 
tion had begun the smashing what 
•was once a well furnished joint was 
in complete ruins. 


Her work over, Mrs. Nation proudly 


emerged from the place, only to be 
arrested. She went along with the 
officer, followed by her band and many 
people who had gathered. At the po- 
lice station she was released promptly 
and hurried back to her work. She 
entered a livery barn, in which some 
bars had been stored and smashed 
them. Then at the head of 25 of her 
stoutest-hearted followers, she went to 
the Moeser cold storage plant and en- 
tered in the search of some liquor she 
thought had been stored there. This 
time Mrs. 
Nation was arrested by the 


county authorities and was taken to 
Jail in a patrol wagon. It was after- 
noon before she was released from 
jail on bond, and after taking dinner 
with Sheriff Cook, she went to the 
First Christian church, where she was 
accosted by an officer with a warrant 
and taken to the county jail again. 
She stayed this time for two hours, 
and finally her bond waa signed by 
one of the jolntests of the city, a prom- 
inent negro politician.

Simple Habit* and Longevity. 


Many might turn the years backward 


and get younger by changing their phys- 
ical habits. The simpler life one leads 
the longer he lives. 
Thomas Parr of 


Shropshire. England, was a plain man 
and worked on a farm for a livelihood. 
At 120 years of age he was at his daily 
toil. He had lived under nine kings ot 
England. 
When 152v years of age, he 


was heard of in London. The king de- 
sired to see him and ordered him to the 
palace, wheie he was so richly and royal- 
ly tieated that it destroyed his health, 
and he died at 132 years and 9 months of 
age. When Dr. Harvey, the discoverer 
of the circulation of the blood, made post 
mortem examination of Thomas Parr, he 
declared there were no signs of senile 
decay in the body. That man must have 
renewed his youth, like the eagle, again 
and again. 


All occupations and professions have 


flffioided illustrations of rejuvenescence. 
Hippocrates, the father of medicine, lived 
109 jears, and among those eminent in 
the medical profession wbo bec.une sep- 
tuagenarians and octogenarians aud non- 
agenarians were Darwin, Gull, Boer- 
hnave, Jennet- and Ruysch, observing 
themselves the laws of health that they 
taught their patients. In an and litera- 
ture nud science among those who lived 
into the eighties were Tlato aud Franklin 
and Carlyle and Goethe anil Burton and 
HaJIpy. Sophocles reached the nineties. 


You cannot tell how old a man is from 


the number of yeai s he has lived. I havo 
knou n people actually boyish iu their dis- 
position at 80 years of age, while Louis 
II, king of Hungary, died of old age nt 
20. Haydn's oiatorio, "The Citation," 
was composed at 70 years of age. Hum- 
bold t wrote his immoital work, "The Cos- 
mos," at 75. William Cullen Btyant, at 
8- years of age, in ray house read without 
spectacles "Thanatopsis,," which he had 
composed when 18 years of age. Isocrates 
did illustrious work at 04. Liontinus Gor- 
gifls was busy when death came to him 
at 107 years of age. Herschel at 80 years 
of age was hard nt work in stellar explo- 
ration. 
Masiuissa, king of Niimidia, at 


00 years of age led a victorious cavaliy 
charge against the Carthaginians. Titian 
was engaged on his greatest painting 
when he died in his one hundredth year. 
How often they must have renewed their 
youth!
